A REPLY TO THE FRENCH, 
MINISTER. 


Peking, April 10.—The Wai- 
chiaopu reply to the French Minis- 
ter’s memorandum points out that 
China contributed ‘Ts, 5,000,000 
to the vstablishment of the Russo- 
Asintic Bank, ‘the nationality of 
which is Russian.

WOMAN'S CHAMPION 
Yew: Turkish: houses to-day 
have tho old harem. Mosiom law, 
of. course, permits polygamy. 
But polygamy.is passing and for 
several reasons. The first is the 
desire, everywhere apparent, to 
como into line “with Eurppean 
ideas. Tho second may bo found 
in changed economic conditions. 
A large harem was a ‘costly 
affair; and fow Turks to-day can 
afford to keop more than one wife.
